This is the fourth office action for US Application 10/618,847 for a Multiuse 
Device Mounting System and Method. Claims 2-16, 18-31 and 40-42 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter

with a plurality of members comprising flexible assemblies adapted to be repetitively 
positioned between a single flexible assembly with each of the plurality of members 
directly coupled each other and to a head.
